sidewalk in a stream. 


Tho most intonso oxcitomont was at once 
reati'd, mid crowds flocked to tho scene. 
Several ollicors rushed up, and seeing a fow 
-non making toward Chambers stroot and 


ty Hall Place, followud thorn. Ono of 


hem, a tall man, was capturod and brought 
back to wiioro tho dying man was laying. 


Is this tho man who stabbod you?" lifted 


he ollicor. "Yes, that is tho man," said tho 


iding man, "but by heavens ir I am go- 


ng to dio I'll dio game, and thoro will bo 
wo of us." 
With that, and boforo tho by-standors 


•ould roaliiyj his intentions, lio drow a ro- 
volver und fired two shots in rapid succos-

:reascd t!:o oxL-itonionl;, and tho noighbor- 
lood became wild witli all sorts of rumors.

Phelnn appeared to bo known to many mon 
dontiflcil with the Irish revolutionary move- 
ments. Rossa was condemned by a number 
of his compatriots for giving publication in 
liis paper this wool; to tho interview printed 
in Tho Kansas City Journal purported to bo 
had with Pholan, giving a detailed account 
of tho operations oC the dynamiters in Eng- 
and.

Capt. Phelan 
returned safe, but narrowly uscaiud being 
transported for life.

Phelan was tino of tho originnsoi-s ot tho 
skirmishing fund, and was tit one tiinj sus- 
pected of being tlio famous "number one," 
mentioned by tho informer Carej- in his evi- 
dence. Mo has been an Irish Nationalist all 
his life und lias always been prominent in 
Irish revolutionary movements. Short is 
said tu bo one of tho Irishmen who woro 
drh-eu to America by the treachery of 
James MoDonnoU, ot Brooklyn, who is now 
believed to in tho pay of the British govern- 
ment as a spy. 


On reaching the hospital Phelan became 


very weak from loss of blood, and Coroner 
Martin was summoned to tiiko his ante- 
mortem statement. In answer to tho usual 
questions tho wounded man said his name 
was Thomas Phelan and that he lived iu 
Kansas City, Mo.

Tlossa's rriuiids 
claim that ho is in no way responsible for or 
connected with tho stabbing of Plielan. An 
intimate friend of Rossa said that ho had 
seen and talked with him about tho affray.
